— The following order was issued f n 
the war department at Washington last, 
week : " The field or union of the Na- 
tional flag in use in the army will, on 
and after July 4, IS'.M, consist of forty 
four stars in six rows, the upper and 
lower rows to have eight stars, and the 
second, third, fourth and fifth rows seven 
stars each, in a blue field. 

— Roliert E. Jones, who murdered his 
father-in-law, a Mr. Presley, und two 
brothers-in-law in Edgefield county, 
C, four years ago, nnd who has lieen 
tried for his life six limes, was convicted 
of manslaughter and sentenced 
prisonment at hard labor in the State 
penitentiary for twenty-one years. 

—Two little boys of Joseph Ifaltt, of 
Leading Creek, Lewis county, W. Va., 
killed a tremendous wildcat recently. 
The cat had been caught iu a trap, 
which was still attached to its leg when 
the boya came across it. It was, it is 
said, the largest wildcat killed in that 
section for years. 

—At Monument, Grant county, Ore. 
a blacksmith named Churchill shot ami 
killed his helper. While escaping Church- 
ill shot and mortally wounded a man 
whom he thought was one of a sheriff's 
posse in pursuit. 

—A loathsome disease, resembling the 
European malady, "black leg," has bro- 
ken out among the Hungarian coke 
workers in the Connellsville (Pa.) region. 
There are 200 cases reported and the dis- 
ease is spreading. 

-A burglar, fatally shot at Cherokee. 
Texas, confesses that he and a man named 
Ben Scott robbed and murdered Christo- 
pher Helm, a wealthy cattleman, whose 
body was found on the Cherokee Strip a 
year ago. 

—Ira Marlott, charged with the mur- 
der of Barok Ashton at East Fairfield, 
Columbiana county, is on trial at Youngs- 
town, Ohio, a change of venue having 
been granted to Mahoning county. 

— The North America commercial com- 
pany has filed a protest against the Uni- 
ted States orders to desist from killing 
seals in Retiring sea, and announces that 
it will continue the seal killing. 

— Walter Koenig and Grace Forney 
of Wabash, Ind., tired of the promise 
given a month ago to Grace's father to 
stay away from each other for a year, 
eloped and were married. 

—Mrs. I.uther Wolfe, wife of the edit 
or of the Brazil llud.) Enterprise, while 
coming down stairs became paralyzed in 
her limbs and fell to the floor beneath. 
Her injuries are serious. 

—Mary and William Fox, of LabtBOD, 
Ohio, have brought suit for $22,000 dam 
ages against the B. A O. S. W. railroad 
pany for injuries received by being 
run over by a train. 

—Seven soldiers are on trial at Walla 
Walla, Wash., for lynching Agent Hunt 
several months ago. Hunt killed a sol- 
dier and for this he was taken out and 
hanged. 

Alderman J. W. Cahul, after being 
fired by the Little Rock (Ark.) council 
for contempt, wanted to fight the whole 
lot in any number. Trouble is expected. 

-Grasshop|>ers are re|>orted in large 
numbers iu Otter Tail ami Marshall 
.unties, Minnesota, and much damage 
is feared will result to crops. 

-The town council of Bettsville, O., 
forgot to pass an ordinance fixing a levy 
for municipal purposes, aud the village 
entirely without fund*. 
— A fight took place in Claiborne coun- 
ty, Pennesaee, between John Morton and 
William Ramsey, in which the latter 
was shot and killed. 
—Mrs. Barbara Reichl, aged 35 years, 
nd Katie Brady, aged 8 years, were 
ruck by lightning at Altoona, Penn. 
The former will die. 

-Gen. John M. Scholield, commander- 
in-chief of the army, was married last 
week at Keokuk, Iowa, to Miss Georgia 
Kil bourne. 

Chicago Odd- Fellows are to erect a 
new temple nearly as large as that now 
being erected in Cincinnati. It will cost 
♦ 1,000,000. 

—Gov. Pattison haa refused to sicn 
the compulsory education bill recently 
passed by the Pennsylvania legislature. 

—At Hudson Lake, Ind., a man named 
Hall was struck on the head by a stone 
and killed during a row.

A third party was born at Cincinnati 
recently and started out on its political 
career under the name and style of "The 
Peoples Party of the United States of 
America." It is the offspring of a body 
of men calling themselves "The Nation- 
al Union Conference," and was made up 
of members of the Farmers' Alliance, 
the Citizens Alliance, the Peoples party, 
the Knights of Labor, the National In- 
dustrial Alliance, the Anti-Monopoly 
party, ami the Single Tax party. These 
seven parties contracted into one consti- 
tute the third party. The Greenback 
party and the Prohibition party knocked 
also for admittance into the fold, but 
were practically excluded. The confer- 
ence which originated the third party 
movement, though calling itself nation- 
al, will hardly be so considered, and it 
is pleasant to note that the Southern 
members of the Farmers Alliance refute 
to take stock in the so-called third party. 
The conference was dominated by Kan- 
sas men who furnished nearly one-fourth 
of the delegates recognized as entitled to 
scats in the body. There were but 2H 
delegates in the conference from the 
State of Texas, and most of the other 
Southern States were not represented in 
the body at all. Southern agriculturists 
cannot accept as leaders the rabid Re- 
publicans of Kansas, and without tbeui 
it is not likely that the third party 
movement will amount to much. — Enter-

CHINESE ETIQUETTE. 

SUms of Progress In th© Flowery 
Kingdom. 



or Other Countries. 

A decree has been issued at Pekin an- 
nouncing that the Emperor will grant 
a yearly audience to all foreign Minis- 
ters. 

That is not much in itself, says the 
New York Sun, but, taken with a simi- 
lar piece of news from Siam a few 
months ago that the King had decreed 
that his nobles need no longer approach 
him on their stomachs, it goes to indi- 
cate that what we call Western civiliza- 
ion is beginning to work even among 
the most conservative of peoples. 

The Emperor of China is the might- 
iest of all rulers, in his own estimation. 

s "The Son of Heaven and Father 
of His People," equal to the gods whom 
he graciously consents to worship, and 
quite above the necessity of being po- 
lite to representatives of foreign Oov- 
nents. So, only occasionally, when 
he feels as if he'd like to look at the 
foreign devils," has he ever granted 
audiences to the Ambassadors and Min- 
isters from other countries; and his new 
departure is, therefore, particularly 
striking, and in its nature a very strong 
precedent for his successors. In fact, if 
he really does as he says he will do, his 
successors will have to follow him; for 
the customs of the Chinese are as the 
laws of the Medes and Persians— they 
alter not, unless the Emperor has a 
mind to change them. 

A feature of the so-called "audiences," 
which up to 1873 were granted to the 
foreign Ministers, was the ceremony of 
the kowtow, insisted on by the Chinese 
court functionaries, generally resisted by 
the foreign Ministers, occasionally, and 
since 1873 always, graciously waived by 
the son of heaven and the father of his 
people. It was an abasement to the 
ground of the body of a person ap- 
proaching the Majesty of China and a 
knocking of the head of that person 
upon the ground a certain number of 
times to satisfy the demand of court 
etiquette; and, like so many other 
things in China, It was founded by Con- 
fucius, though the sage's book, "Li-Ki," 
doesn't say a word about it. 

The word kowtow (it is spelled also 
kotow, kotou, kotoo, kootoo, kotau, 
kotl, and has been adopted into the En- 
glish language) is derived from two 
Chinese words, k'ow i'ow, meaning 
"a knocking of the head." It is the 
eighth and highest grade of obeisance, 
rendered only to the Emperor and his 
equals, the gods, and though we speak 



bly refused to perf. ,nn t he eerem. my ; and 
though the Chinese otllcials have insist- 
ed in most instances they have had to

The Dutch Ambassadors in 1660 per 
formed the kowtow before the yellow 
curtain, hoping t<> receive valuable eon- 
cessions for trade. They had Is-on told 
that the Emperor would send them 
food from his own table) they got 
•some sheep's trotters 00 a dirty plate" 

by way of food from the Emperor's ta- 
ble, and further received permission to 
send an embassy every eight years and 
four ships with it. Again in UW2 the 
the Duteh Ambassador abased himself, 
but Holland got no greater benefit! 
from the Chinese than did other 
countries whose representatives had 
not kowtowed. In 17OT the first 
Ambassador from Creat Brit- 
ain. u>rd Macartney, had an 
audience with the yellow curtain, and 
did not do either the kowtow or san 
kwel kiu kao; but when Lord Amherst 
arrived in China in lSltlthe ceremony 
was demanded of him, and on his re- 
fusal to perform it he failed to obtain 
a sight even of the yellow curtain and 
left Pekin the very day he reached 
there. 

In 18.->9 the American Minister refused 
to kowtow, but he did not get an audi- 
ence. Again in 1S73 our Minister, F. F. 
Low, refused to perform the kowtow, 
although the Chinese foreign Minister 
offered to burn incense in front of the 
President, but the Emperor settled the 
matter himself June 'J'J, 1873, by receiv- 
ing in person the Japanese Ambassador 
separately and afterward receiving the 
Ministers of the United States, Oreat 
Britain, France and Holland, and the 
latest news indicates that the son of 
heaven is going to be positively polite to 
Ambassador, as well as merely nega- 
tively courteous to them.

We very heartily endorse the follow- 
ing, which w, clip from the Beattyville 
Enterprise, of last week: 

Under this caption, last week, was 
something on the poor quality of service 
j on the star routes, generally. It was 
suggested that this was due, c hierly, to 
lack of sufficient pay for the work, and 
' that tin- low prices grew, almost necessa- 
rily, out of the operation of the laws 
governing the postal system. The law 
provides that the carrying shall be done 
by contract— let to the lowest bidder. 
But the law does not prevent one man 
from taking a hundred routes and it is 
certain that he cau not, himself, carry on 
all. In fact, he who bids for a hundred, 
bids without the slightest intention of 
doing any work himself. He bids as a 
speculator— he becomes a middleman be 
tweeu the Government and the carrier— 
on the latter he shifts the responsibility. 
His intention is to make the largest pos- 
sible protit out of the route; therefore 
t9 leave the carrier the least possible 
profit. 

That is all there is in the operation of 
the present system. That it continually 
operates to deprive the one who works of 
some part of the actual sum paid by 
Government for the work, ought, alone, 
to attract attention to it. In these days 
when those who work are looking out

Washington, June 15*. 1811, 
Mr. Harrison has recognized the lalnii 
organizations by appointing Mr. H. J. 
Schulteis, of the District of Columbia, 
who is prominently connected with the 
federation of lalnir, an additional mem- 
ber of the immigration commission pro- 
vided for by the last Congress, the duties 
of which will be to proceed to Europe 
for the purpose of investigating immi- 
gration. The appointment of Mr. Schult- 
eis may also lie considered as a semi- 
offlc al recognition of the Peoples party 
recently formed at Cincinnati, as he was 
by that convention named as one of the 
t of Columbia representatives on 
the national committee of the new party. 
Ex-Congressman Groavenor, of Ohio, 
ho was originally apjioiiited chairman 
of the immigration commission and whose 
ill-advised criticisms of foreign born 
American citizens raised such a row a 
few weeks ago, wired his resignation to 
Secretary Foster and it was promptly 
accepted. It was such a relief to Secre- 
tary Foster and Mr. Harrison to receive 
(Jen. Grosyenor's resignation that they 
rewarded him for sending it in by making 
him a special World's Fair commission- 
er, a positiou that pays precisely the 
aud which also includes an allow- 
ance for a trip to Europe. There are 
people malicious enough to say that 
osvenoi would not have resigned if he 
1 not been promised the other place 
beforehand. 

Office seekers are always an unmitigat- 
ed nuisance to those whom they suppose 
to be possessed of influence with the ap- 
pointing powers, and a striking instance 
of how they made life a torture for the 
friends of an eatimable old gentieman 
whose goodness of heart prevented his 
snubbing the whole tribe as they deserv- 
ed to be instead of worrying himself sick 
in trying to get them appointments or 
promotions as the case might be, has just 
come to light here.
